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DETAILED ACTION 

In view of applicant's Brief filed 1/29/04 and the newly found art, the finality of the 
rejection mailed 7/24/03 is hereby withdrawn and the amendment filed 10/27/03 has 
been entered. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-24 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over APA 
in view of Neagu, Jones, or Holzhauser et al. APA is the basic wood chipper apparatus 
including the use of a pivotable feed pan. The weight of the pan is a problem for the 
operator as it is being moved. Each of the secondary references solves this problem by 
showing the use of springs to assist the movement of a wall-like member (analogous to 
applicant's feed pan) and in effect counterbalance the weight of the pan. In order to 
counterbalance the feed pan weight, it would have been obvious for one of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time of the invention to modify APA by providing a spring assist 
member, taught to be desirable by each of the secondary references. Any remaining 
limitations would then have been obvious design choices only as they solve no stated 
problems. Furthermore, in the Brief, applicant did not provide any convincing 
arguments as to why the subject matter of the dependent claims presented in 
themselves allowable subject matter. Note also, that the secondary references are 
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considered to be analogous art since their springs are being used to counterbalance the 
weight of movable members.
